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WASHINGTON— (ip) _ 'I'he 
Senate rackets commillee 
charged Tuesday that Judge 
Raulston Schoolliold of Chat- 
tanooga, Tonn., “besmirched 
his robes of office” with' his 
Jiandhng of two cases involv- 
ing Teamsters Union officials. 

Ihe committee also charged 
in an interim report on its in- 
vestigations that “law enforce- 
ment agencies at every level 
in Tennessee have been shock- 
ingly derelict" in halting acts 
j of violence i n v o 1 v i n g the 
I Teamsters.

the report said top 
Teamster officials in the state 
actively and enthusiastically" 
took part in the violence and 
enjoyed "scandalous immunity 
jfrom prosecution." 

It said there was “an \m- 
dcj’lying a n d widespread 
fear of tangling with Team- 
ster Union power." 
j The committee, which held 
hearings on Teamster activity 
in Tennessee last year, de- 
voted a special section of its 
• report to what it called “or- 
ganized violence in Tennessee 
and adjacent states."
